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DETAILED ACTION 
Introduction 

1. Applicants' declaration, amendments and remarks filed on 3/30/2006 have been entered. 
The claims 1,13 and 17 have been amended. Claim 5 is cancelled. New claims 38-39 are 
entered. 

2. In view of the amendment to claim 1 and new independent claim 38, an election of 
species is required. The grounds of rejection of prior Office action mailed 9/30/2005 are 
withdrawn, and to be reinstated, if proper, after the election is made. 

Election/Restrictions 

3. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 

A. Reinforcing Layer 

Please elect one species from the listed species of polymers in claims 1 and 38. 

B. Polymer layer 

Please elect one species from the listed species of polymers in claims 1 and 38. 

The species are independent or distinct because they have distinct composition. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, all the dependent claims are generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the
